TO THE QUEEN’S MOST EXCELLENT MAJESTY, 

May it please Your Majesty : 

I have the honour to submit with my very humble duty a 
Report on the condition and working of the Queen’s College, 
Cork, for the Session 1898-99. 

The number of students attending the College during this 
period was 183 matriculated and 5 non-matriculated. The number 
of new matriculated students was 53, of whom one had been 
non- matriculated last year. Of these 38 came from the Royal 
University of Ireland, 13 from other Colleges and recognised 
bodies, and 2 passed the College matriculation examination. There 
were 4 new non-matriculated students. The net total of new 
students entering the College in the past session is accordingly 
an increase on the average net total of the same for the previous 
three sessions. 

I have much satisfaction in being able to speak highly of the 
students and of the state of discipline generally in the College. 
There has been a very fair amount of work done, and an illustra- 
tion of it was the success of Mr. J . O’Leary at the Royal University. 
He was the only medical student in Ireland who obtained at the 
spring examinations first class honours and a first class exhibition 
at the third professional examination in medicine. 
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Report of the President 

I am glad to state that the collection of frozen sections of the 
human body which have been obtained from Berlin, and to which 
I alluded in my report of last year, have now been placed in the 
dissecting-room. 

Notwithstanding the great services which the Queen’s College 
in Cork has rendered to the South of Ireland, it will never be able to 
accomplish all that it is capable of doing under present conditions. 
Its endowment, ludicrously small even at the time of its founda- 
tion, fifty years ago, is quite inadequate to meet the requirements 
of modern scientific instruction. In almost all the great 
Universities on the -Continent new and splendid laboratories for 
the study of such subjects as Chemistry and Natural Philosophy 
have been recently erected. It is impossible to overlook the 
importance of these two great sciences in relation to the 
scientific progress and the absolute material wants of the age. 
New laboratories in which instruction in them could be developed 
and made more practical are most necessary. 

The present buildings of the College are a Procrustes’ bed, to the 
limited dimensions of which scientific teaching has to be cut down. 
I he chemical laboratory affords accommodation for only thirty 
students. Chemical reagents are carried on shelves running length- 
wise centrally down the tables ; the shelves are open on both sides, 
and are only wide enough to. carry a single set of bottles. Only 
Jour washing basins are provided for five compartments, and there 
are no flues, available for the removal of noxious fumes. The 
accommodation for students being so limited, it becomes necessary 
to duplicate the ordinary classes of practical chemistry, thereby 
entailmg-a considerable increase of labour and loss of time. The 
accommodation for the storage of chemical apparatus is. 
particularly defective, and the apparatus used at lectures the 
organic chemicals, minerals, books, and much of the quantitative 
apparatus for analysis have to be kept in the Professor’s room, 
which. thus has to serve the purposes of a store-room, museum, and 
weighing-room. The keeping of balances in the same room with 
chemicals is detrimental to the former, and is highly objectionable 
Horn several points of view, but, cannot, however, without 
addition to the College buildings, be avoided. A preparation room 
is now provided in fairly equipped laboratories ; it is wanting in 
all the laboratories m Cork. The working rooms of the Natural 
rhilosophy department are also inadequate, and the general effect 
in the two departments of Chemistry and Natural Philosophy, in 
the present state of things, is discouraging to the teacher and 
s udent. It is extremely difficult under existing circumstances 
for the Professor to do original work, and the absence of facilities

An entire wing of the college buildings remains incomplete, 
making an unsightly gap in an otherwise extremely handsome 
structure. Jf this quadrangle were finished, some of the improve- 
ments urgently required could be made. The students have 
no loom m which they can study or assemble between the 
iouis of lecture, and this disadvantage weighs heavily upon them.

as no students reside within the college precincts, and the college 
is situated at a distance from their lodgings and homes. This 
want, and better accommodation for students in some other 
particulars, could easily be provided if the quadrangle were 
completed. 

Another pressing want, particularly in the dissecting-room, is 
the introduction of electric light, which would enable the students 
to work much longer there in winter afternoons. 

With regard to the number of chairs in the college, I have only 
to repeat what I have said in former reports. A separate chair 
for the modern history of Europe is an absolute necessity in any 
educational establishment of pretensions to culture. Geographical 
Botany, a science which can hardly be said to have had an exist- 
ence at the time when the college was founded, and which is 
really the outcome of the investigations of Darwin and the 
labours of Thuret, De Barry, and Schwendener, ought to have a 
separate chair in any seat of learning, and the same may be said 
of Zoology, which, although still in its extreme youth, has done so 
much to revolutionise human thought. A chair of Pathology is 
another absolute necessity ; every one of the twenty Universities 
in Germany and the seventeen Universities in Italy, and all the 
Bussian and Dutch Universities, have a Pathological Institute, 
and no seat of learning can be said to be complete without one. 
The College in Cork, which .is supposed, and which ought, to 
provide University advantages for the Province of Munster at 
least, has no professor in . this important subject. We have 
a Pathological Laboratory in which accommodation is provided 
for some fifty students, and which possesses many of the 
requirements necessary for a complete course of Pathology and 
Bacteriology, but there is no preparation room, where the 
specimens can be prepared, and the section-cutting for the 
lectures undertaken. Moreover, to work a Pathological course 
as it ought to be done, requires the whole time of the teacher, 
and, as in the case of Professor Charles, who is Professor of 
Physiology and Anatomy, the whole time of the teacher should 
be given to this work. This means that a chair of Pathology 
should be founded,, with a sufficient salary attached to secure 
the services of a scientist who would devote all his energies to 
the development of that science. At the present moment Patho- 
logy is taught by Dr. Cotter, but who holds only the position of 
a lecturer .without any salary, and who, being a gentleman with 
a large private practice, cannot possibly- under existing arrange- 
ments perform the duties of teacher in Pathology in the manner 
in which he himself would desire. 

These reforms would involve a large expenditure of money, 
but it is quite impossible to educate the youth of this country up 
to the standard of European or the highest American culture, 
unless much larger sums of money than they can at present 
command are placed at the disposal of such institutions as the 
Queen, s College, Cork. I do not wish again to repeat what 1 
have insisted upon in former reports, that every country in 
Europe has enormously increased its expenditure during the last

half century on University education and on Institutes to 
promote it, while Cork remains with the same insignificant 
income which it had fifty years ago, when the requirements for 
scientific instruction were infinitesimal compared to what they 
are at present. 

In conclusion, I must express the hope that a new departure 
is at hand, and that as men realise that discipline of mind is the 
prime condition of success in the economic struggle of the modern 
world, they will endeavour to create in Ireland habits of 
accurate thought. The history of science, especially in the 
nineteenth century, seems to show that the best way to foster 
and spread those habits in a country is rather to establish a 
reasonable number of free Universities of various sizes than 
to found multi-tentacled bodies which cannot so efficiently 
encourage original research or independence of mind.
